Continuation of 3. NOTE: The new matter is deemed to be the compound paracety! borate. The examiner called applicants 
representative Mr. Thielman on 2/10/06 to talk about the after-final amendment. The examiner suggested that applicant refile the after-final 
amendment wherein paracetyl borate is changed to peracetyl borate in independent claim 16, and wherein the claimed method of 
independent claim 16 is limited to decontaminating a surface contaminated by chemical warfare agents only. It would seem that such 
would overcome the Roesler et al patent and put independent claim 16 in condition for allowance. Mr. Thielman said he would consider 
doing such by filing an another amendment along with a RCE. 
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
